Indications were that the Syrians 
have backed down on support for

After a meeting under the chair- 
manship of Franjieh, the Lebanese

The Interior Ministry ordered 
4,000 striking Madrid postal work. 
ers, already employed by the gov- 
ernment, mobilized into military ser- 
vice after 48 hours of work stop- 
pages. Postmen resumed delivery 
wearing mandatory armbands with 
colours of the Spanish flag that 
bore the initial “M,” meaning mili- 
tary. 

Fresh labour strife erupted else- 
where, idling dock ‘Noohon: in ane 
cefona, disrupting telephone servic 
in the north and virtually halting 
banking in Madrid and Barcelona. 

Figures on the number idled in 
the second week of unrest were hard 
to come by. Labour sources esti- 
mated between 100,000 and 300,000 
off the job nationwide, about half 
of them in Madrid.

He 
emphasized that, ont, of nine flights 
yesterday, only two were delayed. 
(The delays were of four hours each.)

The amounts involved at 
this stage of the financial year ares 
therefore estimated at tens of 
miilions of pounds.

However, unof- 
ficial Municipality sources told 
The Jerusalem Post the wage In- 
crease was based on similar agree- 
ments in the other major cities. 

Tel Aviv's undertaking, the 


sources said, was legaily binding. 
and the Ministry's decision, in ef- 
feet, would ferce the City to 
violate a contract, if it had to 
renege on the wage hike. Any 
worker denied his Increase could 
take the matter to court and win 
his case, they said. Moreover, the 
City is under pressure by the 
local Labour Council, and unless

go on strike.

Golan talks 10 Moscow next week 


‘less likely’

WASHINGTON. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger said yester- 
day that negotiations this year be- 
tween Syria and Israel for another 
partial agreement on the Golan 
Heights are less likely to get off 
the ground than they would have 
been a few months ago because of 
Syria's insistence that any future 
talks with Israel include simul- 
taneous negotiations with “other 

Parties.” 

Answering questions at a State 
Department preas conference, the 
Secretary pointed out that Syria 
has declared repeatedly “that it 
would not negotiate alone, but only 
in an Arab context." He was re- 
ferring to Syria's demand that any 
negotiations with Israe] include re- 
presentatives from the PLO, a con- 
dition Israel and the U.S. reject. 

Regerding the current Security 
Council debate on the Middle East, 
Kissinger said that the U.S. does 
not want to “prejudge” the out- 
come of the session while {t is still 
going on. However, “from what we 
have seen at this moment, the re- 
solutions that are being talked about 
seem not too promising.” 

The Secretary said that the U.S. 
Supports the reconvening of the Ge- 
neva peace conference or a pre- 
Paratory conference of concerned 
nations to discuss the reconvening 
of Geneva. 

“The U.S. strongly supports pro- 
gress towards peace in the Middle 
Bast," Kissinger said. “And it will 
make an effort when this debate is 
concluded to begin the negotiating 
process in whatever forum can be 
arranged.” 

Asked about possible Syrian and 
Israel mulitary intervention in Le- 
banon, he replied: “We have stated 
repeatedly that we support the in- 
dependence and sovereignty of Le- 
banon and the rights of the com- 
munities within Lebanon to lead 
their own lives, We would believe 
that any outside military inter- 
vention from whatever quarter 
would involve the greatest threat 
to peace and stability in the Mid- 
dle East. 

“We have left the parties con- 
eerned in no doubt that the U.S. 
would oppose any military inter- 
vention from whatever quarter.” 


WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger said yester- 
day he will go to Moscow next 
week to seek a nuclear arms agree. 
ment in spite of continued Soviet 
intervention in Angola, 

Dr. Kissinger told 2 press con- 
ference that the importance of a 
strategic arms Emitations treaty is 
so vital to American interests and 
world peace that it at present over- 
comes the dispute in the former 
African colony. 

Nevertheless, er made one 
of his stiffest statements concern- 
ing the Russian role in Angola and 
warned that the overall U.S.-Rus. 
sian interest will be affected sooner 
or later if Moscow does not change 
its African policy. 

The essence of detente, Kissinger 
said, calls for “neither side to seek 
unilateral advantage. This is not a 
matter of abstract goodwill. It is 
at the very heart of our relation. 
ship.” 

He said the Soviet Union has 
sent some $200m. worth of military 
equipment to the faction it is back. 
ing in the Angolan civil war. This 
figure exceeds the total amount of 
arms sent by outside forces this 
year to all the countries of sub- 
Saharan Africa combined, he said. 

Kissinger renewed his call for the 
withdrawal of al! outside forces 
from Angola and was especially cri- 
tical of the involvement of the es. 
timated 7,000 Cuban ground troops 
and military advisers in behalf of 
the pro-Soviet grouping. 

Continued Russian involvement in 
Angola is bound to bring even 
stronger American reaction, he in. 
dicated. This chain of events “soon. 
er or later will lead to open con- 
frontation,” he added. 

In the northern sector of Angola, 
Kissinger said, “the fighting is being 
conducted almost entirely by Cuban 
forces without even the pretence 
of participation" by the leftist 
Popular Movement for the Libera- 
tion of Angola. 

Of the recentiy concluded summit 
meeting of the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU), Kissinger 
sald it is remarkable that half of 
the OAU members agreed with the 
American perception of the prob- 
lem. 

He suggested the U.S. had been 
anticipating an adverse outcome at 
the Ethiopian meeting because of 
the Senate vote banning U.S. aid 
to pro-Western factions and ‘be- 


cause of the “massive Cuban and 
Soviet lobbying effort” on behalf 
of the Popular Movement. 


Kissinger’s reference to $200m. 
in Soviet arms aid over the past 
year was the first U.S. reference 
to the magnitude of the Soviet 
commitment, 

Offcials have said U.S. covert 
aid to the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola and the Union 
for the Total Independence of An- 
gola has amounted to some §27m. 
with $8.2m. in unspent funds re- 
maining at the end of the 1975. 

But SHissinger returned to his 
main point when he said the effort 
to negotiate a limitation on nuclear 
arms is at this point overridingly 
more important than the day-to- 
day problems such as exist in An- 
gola. 

“Salt is a permanent problem," 
he said. If there is no agreement. the 
Russians will be free to mcrease 
their nuclear arsenal and to develop 
new and more sophisticated weapons 
ystems. 

Al the same time, the Salt agree- 
ment will end next year, and with- 
out a new accord all Umitations on 
defensive missile systems will end. 
This will put a sever economic crisis 
into the American system and lead 
to dangerous worldwide instability, 
Kissinger said. 

The state Department announced 
earlier that Kissinger will visit Mos- 
cow next Tuesday for three days 

Kissinger told the press that no 
new proposals have been exchanged 
with Moscow concerning the two 
main obstacles to a Salt agreement. 
‘Nevertheless, he said the Soviets 
‘have assured us they are prepared 
to modify their last position.” 

Asked about the consequences on 
U.S.-Chinese relations of the death 
of Premier Chou En-lai, Kissinger 
said the relations between Washing- 
ton and Peking “are besed on the 
permanent interests of both coun- 
tries” and that future relations will 
continue along well-established lines. 
“There is no relationship to which 
we attach greater importance than 
with the People’s Republic of 
China,” he said. 

“However, we should have πὸ il- 
lusions on what that relationship 
is based" he continued. “There Is 
no question that the interests of 
the People’s Republic depends upon 
its assessment of the relevance of 
the U.S. to problems of concern to 
the ‘People’s Republic.” {4P) 


Communist troops advance 


WASHINGTON. — Angola's savage 
civil war appeared to be intensify- 
ing yesterday, amid reports of new 
victories and advances by the Soviet- 
backed Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola (MPLA). 
Uganda's influential president Idi 
Amin said he might have to consider 
asking one of the superpowers to 
“balance the power of intervention” 
there. He did not specify which. 
Four other African presidents con- 
ferred on the Angola crisis in Dar 
es Salaam, but ended their meeting 


without any apparent progress. 

In the former Portuguese colony 
itself, an MPLA armoured column 
including Cubans and Russians was 
reported advancing on the rail centre 
of Luso, held by the Western-sup- 
ported National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola (UNITA). 

Colonel Smuel Chiwali, the UNITA 
army commander, said that the im- 
pending attack could spark one of 
the fiercest battles of the civil war. 
Be said the force closing in on Luso 
from the north included 1,000 MPLA 


troops, 500 Cubans and a number 
οἱ Russians. 

The Yugoslav news agency Tanjug 
reported from Luanda that MPLA 
forces yesterday captured the north- 
ern ports of Ambriz and Aobrizette 
from the third movement involved in 
the civil war — the National Front 
for the Liberation of Angola (FNLA). 

Ambriz lies 100 kms north of 
Luanda, where the MPLA proclaim- 
ed a people's republic last November 
when Portugal relinquished colonial 
tule.

᾿ Neturei Karta man can’t go to LIN session 


‘SAVED FROM THE ZIONISTS’

A member of the anti-Zionist. 
Neturei Karta sect — who had ask- 
ed permission for his group to ad- 
dress the current UN 
Council Middle East debate — was 
prevented from ‘boarding a New 
York-bound plane this week by 2 
court order obtained by his wife. 

Her main reason, apparently, was 
fear for his safety. ᾿ 

Rabbi Moshe Hirsh, an American 
citizen who has been living in Is- 
rael for two decades, had forwarded 
the request to the president of the 
Security Council last month but had 
received no reply. He told a re~ 
porter that his planned trip was to 
visit his hospitalized mother in New 
York, whose condition is critical 
Since he had received no reply from 
the Council, he said, there was no 
question of appearing at the UN. 

Rabbi Hirsh’s wife, Lea, obtained 
a court order preventing this de- 
parture on the grounds that he was 
needed for support of her and their 


three children. She later said, how- 
ever, that she feared for his safety 
in New York at the hands of 
“Zionists.” 


Rabbi Hirsh has been at odds with 
other members of the Neturel Karta 
over his well-publicized flirting with 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. He has frequently suggested 
in press releases and conversations 
with foreign reporters that his 
group would agree to live in a PLO- 
Tun. state provided it was sanctioned 
by the United Nations and that the 
PLO “agrees to let us live, and live 
as Jews.” His statements have been 
cited by PLO leaders including Ara- 
fat as evidence that they have wide 
su, in Israel itself for a secular 
state in Palestine. 


Other members of the sect have 
accused Hirsh of being a publicity 
seeker representing nobody but him- 
self and a handful of followers. 
Broadsheets have gone up on the 
walls of the Mea She'arim quarter 
in Jerusalem, where the sect is cen- 


tered, denying that Hirsh holds any 
office in the Neturei Karta. 


Among his sharpest opponents is 
his father-in-law, Rabbi Aaron Kat- 
zenelenbogen. Although they too op- 
pose Zionism on the grounds that 
8 Jewish state must await the ar- 
rival of the Messiah, these members 
of the Neturei Karta view as re- 
pugnant the idea of associating with 
“the murderers of Jewish children.” 

Hirsh says he speaks for “the 
mainstream” of thinking in the Ne- 
turei Karta. 


After being turned back at Ben- 
Gurion Airport last Sunday, Hirsh 
requested a hearing before the rab- 
binical court /beit din) of the Eda 
Haredit, whose authority is re- 
cognized by the Neturei Karta and 
other ultra-orthodox Jews as well as 
by the government. Although not 
denying his mother’s grave [liness, 
the court ruled with his wife and 
father-in-law on the grounds that 
he faced personal danger if he went 
to New York.

NEW YORK. — Golda Meir has 
withdrawn her $3m. libel action 
against “Commentary” magazine 
and its publisher, the American 
Jewish Congress; but her pro- 
ceedings against the author, 
Soviet exile Lev Navrozov, will 
continue in New York county 
court today. 

Defence attorneys said on Tues. 
dey that withdrawal of the suit 
against the two defendants would 
follow publication of a statement 
by the AJC in “Commentary” 
which regretted any distress suf- 
fered by Meir through publica- 
tion of Navrozov's article. 

Neavrozov, who is acting as

Then 
again, school ts only a half-day, and 
the parent apparently needs to be as 
qualified as the teacher in order to 
cope daily with loaded satchels of 
homework. 

Bureaucracy has always been 8 
subject for bitter mirth in Israel, but 
many olim do receive kind and 
courteous help in Government of- 
fices. True, there is the inevitable 
number system, but once inside the 
relevant office, it is possible to get 
results. Olim are sometimes at fault 
because they have an idea that table- 
thumping rules the day, when in fact 
a calm voice, polite smile and a word 
of thanks can achieve much more. 
But there needs te be some guide to 
bureaucracy so that people do not 
wait hours in queues and then find 
‘that they Iack a vita] document or 
two identical photographs. oe 

Yigal Levine, of the British Zionist 
Federation Israel Office in Tel Aviv, 
claims that although yordim give 
many reasons for leaving Israel, 
these reasons are usually part of an 
overall disillusionment. ‘They're 


not happy here — and look for, 


reasons to justify leaving."’ 
However, Yigal does not un- 
derestimate the “Culture shock.” 
And here he feels that organisations 
like Hitachdut Olei Britannia and the 
Association for Americans and 
ee in Israel can serve a 
useful purpose in bringing people 
together to find new friends and es- 
tablish a new social framework. 
“Loneliness can be a vital factor,” 
he says. Ifa woman misses her fami- 
ly and friends, this can make her in- 
tegration very difficult. 

Strangely enough, few yordim give 
the military situation as ἃ reason for 
leaving.

The people who are leaving the 
country have obviously lost s' of 
the ideals that b it them here. 
They have lost — if indeed they ever 
had — the motivation for making 
sacrifices and changing their life 
style. The beauty of the country and 
a sense of identity and heritage no 
longer hold sufficient charms. But 
with the various settiers' 
organisations, there is no need for an 
immigrant to feel hopeless and 
stranded. The help is there — they 
just need to reach out their hands for 
it.

‘limitation’ 
plan in India

NEW DELHI. — India’s family 


planning authorities, in drawing up 
their “perspective campaign," have 
come to recognize that a high rate of 
population growth is an inevitable 
result of under-development and its 
essential concomitant, poverty. 

While deliberate measures to 
restrict the size of families are fairly 
widespread among persons with 
satisfactory living standards, 
researchers have noted that the op- 
posite effect is evident as they move 
progressively down the social 
ladder. The poorer and more socially 
backward people are the more prone 
they are to raise large families, in 
both urban and rural areas. 

Those living below what the 
government describes as the poverty 
ne — and this group accounts for 
about 40 per cent of India's 580m. 
population, have ao incentive to 
breed selectively but consider a 
large number of children necessary 
so that they may add to the skimpy 
family earnings. 

Thus the Indian Government's 
huge family planning programme 
has recently been geared to efforts to 
banish want and poverty. The new 
approach is that if people are helped 
to improve their standard of living 
they will be encouraged to restrict 
the size of their families voluntarily 
to maintain thet standard. 

Female literacy is found to be 
another crucial factor. In regions 
and in social] layers where Hteracy 
among women is fairly high, there is 
greater acceptance of the need to 
keep down the size of the . The 
percentage of literacy for females in 
India as a whole is 18.7, with a peak 
of 25.9 per cent in Punjab and a 
trough of 8.46 in Rajasthan. 

The government proposes to Invest 
$575m. on family limitation 
programmes in its current five year 
plan and it hes adopted an integrated 
package approach which includes 
health care, improved nutrition and 
mother and child welfare. This 
programme, wholly government- 
financed, is designed to reduce the 
birthrate to 30 per 1000 by the end of 
the fifth plan and to 25 per 1000 by the 
end of the sixth plan in 1985. 


Ben Yehuda’s aide 
gets Ph.D at 86

HOW DOES one go about receiving a 
Ph.D. at the age of 867 It helps if you 
start work on your B.A. at 73, and at 
least, that is how Dr. Pinhas 
Neaman did it. When he entered high 
school in Russia some 70 years ago, 
his proud saw this as the 
first step-towards the hoped for doc- 
torate. But what with one thing and 
another — aliya in 1910, then a fami- 
ly to support — he only fulfilled the 
requirements (including a thesis on 
“The borders of Israel as seen by 
scholars of the Talmudic period") 
two years ago. 

“{ felt very «comfortable among 
the young students,” he told me 
when I visited him at the old age 
home in Ramat Gan where he now 
lives in a two-room flat with his wife 
Rivka. 

“In fact, it made me feel years 
younger to be with them. But 
sometimes when I was having Junch 
students who didn’t know me would 
mistake me for a lecturer and ask 
questions about their studies. If 
theirs was 2 field in which I was 
knowledgeable, I tried of course to 
help them." 

Indeed, the number of fields in 
which Dr. Neaman is knowledgeable 
is very large, though his genera! 
area of interest is Judaica. At Tel 
Aviv University he majored in 
Talmud, but Bible and Talmud were 
by no means new to him. At the age 
of seven he surprised his uncle, 8 
shochet (ritual slaughterer}, by his 
ability to recite a Gemara chapter 
by heart, together with Rashi‘s com- 
mentaries. 


Be has written over 300 articles on 
the Hebrew language — speaking an 
impeccable Hebrew in which all the 
usually-overlooked rules of pronun- 
ciation are strictly observed. 
Sometimes, apparently without 
realizing it, he ends words and 
sentences in a Talmudic lilt. 

He has written over 300 articles on 
Jewish themes (all scholarly ar- 
jHeles, he emphasizes) and is now 
compiling a book of them. He has 

_ also tried his hand at writing on the 
issue of Israel's borders. ‘‘I am a 
maximalist. In my doctoral thesis I 
continually emphasized that the 
borders of Israel are greater than 
people today think, or at least than 
the Leftists think. I frankly think 
there are too many Leftist parties in 
Israel and that they are our 
enemies."* : 


DURING HIS FIRST two years here 
he assisted Eliezer Ben-Yehuda in 
compiling his famous dictionary, liv- 
ing in the Ben-Yehuda home and he 
also helped with Ben-Yehuda's 
newspaper. "OR." It was Ben- 
Yehuda who chose the nameé 


Neaman: that was what remained | 


when the Russian ending “‘sky"” was 
dropped. ‘‘Ben-Yehuda had 
proclaimed that there was no place 
in his home, or In Israel, for a Rus- 
sian name, and that’s how I came to 
be the first Neaman In Israel." 

In working on the dictionary, 
.Neaman's job was to look up words 
in books according to infermation on 
slips of paper prepared by Ben- 
Yehuda, writing just enough of the 
context to allow the proper usage of 
the word to be verified. Ben-Yehuda 
visited 2ibraries all over the world, 
went through books and made detail- 
ed notations; "then I would take his 
packages of 100 slips and follow 
through in the library here. The 
problem was in knowing how much 
to write. If I wrote too little, Ben- 
Yehuda would tel] me to do h again 
because he would not have enough 
information. If I wrote too much, he 
would comment on that too. “Such 
comments were of course made in 
the polite third-person form of ad- 
dress used in those days: “the 
gentleman will excuse me but...” 

After two years with Ben-Yehuda, 


Neaman became principal of a high 
school in Safed where he stayed, also 
teaching Talmud, until his retire- 
ment. 

“Tt was then that I decided to do two 
things — to write an encyclopaedia 
of Biblical geography (which ex- 
perts say is unsurpassed) and at long 
last to go to university. I had been 
accepted at Columbia University 
Teachers' College many years 
earlier but couldn't attend because I 
had a wife and two young children in 
Tel Aviv. Here I attended the 
Hebrew University as a non- 
matriculated student in the 1940's, 
but I had no way to support my fami- 
ly in Jerusalem. Only after I retired 
could I afford the luxury of going to 
college.”

In conclusion Justice Berinson 
pointed but that the petitioner had 
brought a similar petition to the 
High Court the previous year when 
the Mayor had not distributed 
copies of the State Comptroller's 
report in time, and only after the 
High Court had issued an order nisi 
had the respondent fulfilled this 
statutory duty at the time. 

On the present occasion, however, 
he continued, even the order nist 
had not moved the respondent to 
action and he had still not distri- 
buted the copies of the report with 
his comments. This, he held, con- 
stituted contempt of the respon- 
dent’s statutory duties and the ex- 
cuses he hed proffered did not 
exempt him from personal respon- 
sibility therefor. 

The order nisi should, therefore, 
be made absolute, held Justice 
Berinson and the respondent or- 
dered to give the petitioner and his 
colleagues on the council copies of 
the Comptroller's report together 
with his comments within seven 
days and to pay 121,000 costs out 
of his own pocket.

THE SOURCE of the horror stories 
must be the structure of the market 
itself. Merchanting (like taxi- 
driving) is an occupation for which 
there is an excess of candidates. The 
problem can be solved in two ways —" 
to allow a free-for-all, or to exercise 
central control. 

The Israeli system is a mixture of 
both. Tnuva wag set up originally as 
the sole marketing agency for 
Histadrut-affiliated settlements. 
Now the farmers deal with whom 
they please — and there are 118 
private wholesalers in the country to 
compete with Tnuva. 

The original Tel Aviv wholesalers 
bought their stalls from City Hall in' 
the m{id-1950a. They are a select 
number, 2n elite. That creates a feel- 
ing of zechut or entitlement. The 
dealer who retires sells the stall ta: 
his successor for between IL400,000 
and 12.800,000. 

As a piece of real estate, it is not: 
worth a fraction of that sum; but it 
gives the purchaser a zechut. He has 
paid for a right to trade there. 
‘Whoever has not paid does not have 
that right. It is a vested interest. “ 

People sharing a vested interest 
tend to behave like a cartel. The 
propensity is shared by the rampist 
too, even though he has no licence;
